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Anger as 
Heaven bid 
adjourned 


THERE were angry scenes this 
week as councillors met to decide 
on the future of Heaven Awaits on 
Newmarket High Street. 

The licensing committee met 
on Monday evening at Forest 
Heath District Council offices to 
decide whether to grant a new 
licence for Heaven, gentlemen’s 
club. 

But a row broke out just a few 
minutes into the proceedings be¬ 
cause Newmarket Town Council 
had taken along a legal repre¬ 
sentative. 

A Heaven representative said 
at the meeting: “At 12.10pm we 
found out the other side had legal 
representation which is a game 
changer. If we had known this we 
would have been in a position 
ourselves to come with legal rep¬ 
resentation. On that basis we ask 
for an adjournment.” 

Despite protests from the town

council’s legal representative, Da¬ 
vid Dadds, the committee unani¬ 
mously voted to adjourn the 
hearing. 

Jason Newell, a director of 
Heaven, said in a statement to 
the News : “We asked Forest Heath 
District council members for an 
adjournment for the sex estab¬ 
lishment venue (SEV) Renewal 
on the grounds that Newmarket 
Town Council had informed For¬ 
est Heath District Council at the 
11th hour they were going to be 
legally represented, to which it 
gave us no chance to arrange for 
ourselves to have legal represen¬ 
tation, and on that basis, there 
was no longer a level playing field. 

“In my opinion, Newmarket 
Town Council has played this 
whole affair very underhanded 


and with bullish tactics to try and 
have the SEV renewal rejected. 

“I was more than prepared to 
represent the company, and pre¬ 
sent our case, but I feel it’s only 
right and correct that we have a 
chance to present the case in the 
manner that Newmarket Town 
Council want to orchestrate it.” 

But Mr Dadds said that the 
town council should have had 
the chance to have their position 
heard before an adjournment 
was decided. 

He told the News : “The ex¬ 
change with the chairman and 
the solicitor was robust but fair 
that the town council wanted to 
be heard about whether they ob¬ 
ject to an adjournment. 

“It’s important that if there are 
different arguments there needs 
to be a justification for this ad-

Dial a Ride set 
to fold next year 


A CHARITY which provides a 
lifeline for elderly, disabled 
and vulnerable residents 
across East Cambridgeshire 
is at risk of folding next year. 

Ely Soham Dial a Ride has 
announced that unless it 
manages to secure sufficient 
funding or support, the char¬ 
ity will be wound up next 
March. 

In a statement, the char¬ 
ity’s board said: “The board 
of Ely Soham Dial a Ride has 
reluctantly voted to move to¬ 
wards winding up the organ¬ 
isation on March 31, 2015. 

“However the board 
agreed that during that time 
all efforts should be made to 
explore possible options that 
would enable the service to 
continue. 

“Board members, who in¬ 
clude the founder of the ser¬ 
vice, want to work with the 
staff, members of the scheme 
and the local community to

try to find possible solutions 
to funding the service.” 

The charity, based in 
Witchford, says that over the 
last two years its services 
have been hit by “some sig¬ 
nificant reductions in fund¬ 
ing”, including the removal 
of the concessionary bus 
pass, withdrawal of district 
and county council grants 
and the removal of discre¬ 
tionary rate relief by the dis¬ 
trict council.

A NEW buyer has been 
found for the De Niro’s 
nightclub building on the 
High Street in Newmarket - 
and secret plans are ongoing 
for what its future use could 
be. 

The building, located next 
to the Memorial Hall on the 
High Street, was sold just 
three days after it went up 
for sale, on the market for 
£2.1 million, last month. 

And now, Phil Parsons, 
from estate agents Clarke 
Phillips, has said that talks 
have begun for what the 
nightclub building will be 
used for. 

Mr Parsons, director of the 
estate agent, said: “We had 
lots of interest in the build¬ 
ing since the time it went on 
the market and an offer has 
been agreed. 

“The deal was tied within 
about three days of it going 
on the market. 

“There are discussions 
going on with the council 
and the person who is buy¬ 
ing the property, but they do 
not want to be named at this 
stage.” 

The 24,000 square foot 
property is billed as “for¬ 
merly one of East Anglia’s 
largest nightclubs” on the 
agent’s website, and says it is 
situated in a “prime position 
in Newmarket High Street”. 

The company also said 
the building could be di¬ 
vided into serparate units 
“to maximise lease income”, 
or “offers excellent potential 
for development subject to 
planning”. 

Now that a deal has been 
agreed, new owners are 
working with the council as 
to future use. 

Mr Parsons added: “Noth¬ 
ing has been firmly decided. 
It could be converted, or it 


Guilty 
plea for 
death 

A WOMAN from Beck Row 
has appeared in court to 
admit causing death by 
careless driving. 

Candice Griffin, 25, was 
driving one of three cars in¬ 
volved in a collision in West 
Row Road, Mildenhall on 
October 15 last year. 

Griffin, of Friesian Close, 
Beck Row, pleaded guilty 
at Ipswich Crown Court on 
Friday. 

She was told by Judge Da¬ 
vid Goodin that she would 
continue to be granted 
bail until she returns to the 
same court to be sentenced 
on December 4. 

The man who died in 
the collision close to the 
gate to RAF Mildenhall was 
75-year-old David Rolfe.

journment.” 

Town mayor Rachel Hood, 
who attended the hearing, 
said afterwards: “It was very 
disappointing to be denied 
the opportunity to have a 
hearing which would have 
been in the public interest.

Man, 18, dies after 
quadbike hits tree 


AN 18-year-old died after the quad- 
bike he was riding crashed into a tree 
in Cowlinge, nearWickhambrook, at 
the weekend.

The man, who has not yet been 
named by police, was taken to Ad- 
denbrooke’s Hospital but was pro¬ 
nounced dead shortly afterwards. 

A spokesperson for SARS said: 
“The driver of the quadbike was an 
18-year-old male who had suffered 
multiple critical injuries. 

“The SARS volunteer doctor, us¬ 
ing specialist medical equipment, 


worked with local ambulance crews 
to treat the man. 

“He was then accompanied by the 
SARS doctor in a land ambulance to 
Addenbrooke’s. 

“However, shortly afterwards he 
was sadly pronounced dead. Our 
thoughts are with his family and 
friends at this difficult time.” 

A police investigation is ongoing 
and they are asking anyone with any 
information which may help to call 
the roads policing unit on 101. 


Education 'has 
improved' 

SUFFOLK has shot up the national league 
tables thanks to high performance from its 
youngest pupils. 

Achievement for children aged between 
3 and 7 - the county’s early years and Key 
Stafe 1 pupils - has “improved significantly”, 
the figures said. 

The figures, released by the Department 
of Education, showed that Suffolk has made 
a 10 per cent improvement over the last 
year. 

Cllr Lisa Chambers, cabinet member 
for education and skills at Suffolk County 
Council, praised staff, pupils and school 
governors for their work in achieving the 
high results. 

She said: “I’m extremely glad to learn of 
these improvements and congratulate chil¬ 
dren and all staff for their clear determina¬ 
tion in aiming for and achieving better re¬ 
sults. 

“We will continue to work with, and chal¬ 
lenge, schools and early years providers to 
drive up educational attainment.” 

Suffolk is currently at 85th position in the 
early years league table for all local authori¬ 
ties. 

The county has moved up five places 
since 2013. 

Key Stage 1 figures include reading mov¬ 
ing up to 81 per cent, writing moving up to 
71 per cent and maths moving up to 80 per 
cent. 

All of these figures are an increase from 
2013. 


MP welcomes signal 
improvement plans 


WEST Suffolk MP Matthew Han¬ 
cock has welcomed steps taken 
by the government to improve 
mobile coverage in the local 
area. 

Currently, 22.3 per cent of Suf¬ 
folk has partial not-spots, ar¬ 
eas where there is coverage from 
one or more, but not all four mo¬ 
bile networks. 

Currently, the government are 
working with mobile operators 
to find improvements and see if 
any new laws are needed to im¬ 
prove coverage, which they say 
currently puts jobs and growth 
at risk because it’s hard to com¬ 
municate. 

Matthew Hancock has wel¬ 
comed the news and hopes that 
it will help businesses in the lo¬ 
cal area. 

He said: “Currently 22.3 per 
cent of Suffolk has poor mobile 
coverage which is causing frus¬ 
tration for people trying to make 
a call or send a text and making 
it more difficult for businesses 
to operate and grow. 

“This is why we are now look¬ 
ing at how we can eliminate 
‘partial not-spots’ and make it 
easier to communicate in Suf¬ 
folk.

“As part of this we will contin¬ 
ue work with mobile companies 
as well as considering changing 
the law so that people can use a 
different mobile network if they 
can’t get a signal with their own 
network. 

“Ensuring people and busi¬ 
nesses in West Suffolk and the 
rest of the UK can get good mo¬ 
bile coverage is a key part of our 
long-term economic plan that 
will help businesses to grow 
and produce more jobs, giving 
people greater financial security 
and peace of mind.”

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STAFF and volunteers at the 
RSPB reserves in the Fens are 
celebrating the best breeding 
season yet for the bitterns in 
the area. 

At least 22 "booming" 
males were found across the 
area, a significant increase 
from 2013. The majority of 
birds were found at RSPB 
Lakenheath Fen and RSPB 
Ouse Fen in Cambridgeshire. 

Both sites are newly 
created wetlands that were 
specifically created for 
bitterns, a rare member of the 
heron family. 

These camouflaged birds 
only nest in reedbeds and 
they are usually very difficult 
to see. Between February 
and June, males betray their 
presence with their booming 
calls. 

In 1997, there were only 11 
booming males in the whole 
of Britain. 


Floodgate rule does 
not hold water 

A NUMBER of people, including 
many Town and District Councillors, 
seem to feel that if Newmarket's 
racing policies are reviewed this 
will "open the floodgates" to 
horrendous development. 

The object of opening floodgates 
is to dispose of excess water and 
prepare for the next deluge. 

An effect is to clean the water and 
avoid it becoming stagnant. 

The floodgate argument was used 
in a recent decision by Forest Heath 
District Council to vote against 
alternative development at Meddler 
Stud in Kentford, a little used and 
near derelict horse facility - a 
Queensbury Lodge in the making. 

I spoke, as a member of the public, 
in favour of deferring the matter for 
further consideration. 

It seems to me that Meddler is not 
viable as a stud nor as a racing 
yard, which latter was part of the 
proposal. 

With insufficient facilities on site it 
would be necessary for horses to 
be transported to the Newmarket 
training grounds. 

The decision to reject rather than 
defer has effectively closed the door 
on negotiation and it is likely that 


an appeal and inquiry will follow, 
involving time and costs for which 
Council Tax payers will be picking 
up the tab. 


I cannot see that the decision is in 
the best interests of the community 
or, indeed, any horses who might, 
possibly, one day be required to 


commute to Newmarket on a near 
daily basis.

Evidence handed 
over in residents’ 
footpath battle 


RESIDENTS who are work¬ 
ing to keep a footpath open 
in Newmarket have submit¬ 
ted their evidence forms to 
the council. 

A total of 20 forms were 
submitted at the beginning 
of last week, with more still 
to come, resident Hayley 
Moran said. 

Campaigners are work¬ 
ing to keep the path - which 
runs between Golden Miller 
Close in the Studlands Es¬ 
tate and Exning Road - open 
to the public after signs were 
put up by Silvestre and Vic¬ 
toria De Sousa, who live 
close to the path, last month 
declaring it private property. 

Currently, the pathway is 
owned by Brickfields Stud, 
but residents argue that it 
has been used by the public 
for so long that it should be 
made a right of way. 

Ms Moran, who took the 
evidence forms to the coun¬ 
cil, said: “We have evidence

of people who have used the 
shortcut for 47 years so far 
and we are really pleased 
with the outcome up to now. 
Some of the evidence forms 
really just pull at your heart¬ 
strings. 

“One was from a man 
who has used the path for 
so many years and wants 
it to stay open because his 
sister was killed on the Exn¬ 
ing Road when she was only 
three.” 

A total of 249 people have 
signed an online petition to 
keep the path open to the 
public. 

Ms Moran added: “The 
council asked me to submit 
and keep gathering so we 
are adding to the total all the 
time. We don’t know what 
the outcome will be in the 
end but we just want to keep 
the path open.” 


Studlands residents are 
still urging people to pick up 
an evidence form from the 
Sports and Social Club. 

A spokesman for Suffolk 
County Council said they 
had received an application 
to “add the path to the defin¬ 
itive map and statement as a 
public right of way”. 

He said: “The county 
council will consider the 
claim and the appropriate 
priority to be given to pro¬ 
cessing it and inform the ap¬ 
plicant.” 

When the investigation 
begins, a public consulta¬ 
tion and investigation of the 
evidence will begin. 

The spokesman added: 
“The outcome of the claim 
will depend on whether 
there is sufficient evidence 
to support the existence of 
public rights.”

Cancer doctor 
used ‘spy pen’ to 
film his victims

PAEDOPHILE doctor Myles Brad¬ 
bury, who targeted child cancer 
sufferers, used a ‘spy pen’ to film 
his victims, it has emerged. 

Officers from Suffolk Police 
raided the paedophile’s home in 
Herringswell, Suffolk and found a 
‘spy pen’ which had a small cam¬ 
era just above the clip and could 
be plugged into a computer to 
download the footage. 

A police spokeswoman said: 
“When we carried out a search 
warrant at Myles Bradbury’s 
home we seized two pen cameras. 

“One wasn’t working, but one 
was and had a recording on it.” 

Suffolk Police’s investigation 
into Bradbury revealed the devi¬ 
ous steps he had taken to cover 
his tracks. 

Bradbury admitted 25 sex of¬ 
fences against patients and mak¬ 
ing thousands of indecent images 
of children from the internet.

The Addenbrooke’s medic, 41, 
will appear at Cambridge Crown 
Court for sentencing on Novem¬ 
ber 28 and December 1 and faces 
jail after admitting abusing 18 
boys in his care while working as 
a paediatric haematologist be¬ 
tween 2009 and 2013. 


Police and health officials fear 
the true number of his victims 
could be much higher. 

The cancer specialist was 
known to authorities 16 months 
before his arrest but an investiga¬ 
tion into his possession of child 
abuse images was abandoned. 

The Child Exploitation and 
Online Protection Centre (CEOP) 
was told Bradbury had been iden¬ 
tified with purchasing child abuse 
material online but officers grad¬ 
ed the offences as level 1 - de¬ 
scribed as ‘depicting erotic posing 
with no sexual activity’ - or lower. 

But the takeover of the CEOP by 
the National Crime Agency (NCA) 
in October, 2013, prompted a re¬ 
view and police raided his home. 

The NCA said they shared the 
findings with the Suffolk force on 
November 27 on the same day 
Addenbrooke’s suspended Brad¬ 
bury after receiving a complaint. 

Officers arrested Bradbury in 
December and he was charged in 
luly of this year.

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Helen swoops £20k 
for her book about 
a bird called Mabel

A WOMAN who trained a goshawk to 
help her get over the grief of her fa¬ 
ther’s death has won Britain’s top non¬ 
fiction writing prize. 

Helen Macdonald, from Exning, 
scooped the £20,000 Samuel Johnson 
prize at a glittering ceremony in Lon¬ 
don. 

Her book, H is for Hawk, was written 
in her former Cambridge home in New 
Square, after her father Alisdair died in 
2007. 

He was a top photographer, whose 
pictures included the much-used pho¬ 
to of Prince Charles and the Princess of 
Wales kissing on their wedding day. 

A historian and naturalist, Helen had 
trained birds of prey before, and she 
decided that training a goshawk might 
be a way to distract her from feeling 
gloomy. 

She kept the bird, Mabel, in her 
home and took it out onto Cambridge’s 
commons to fly it. 

Her book about how she did it has 
become a best-seller, and was short¬ 
listed for the prize earlier this year. 

In an interview with the News ear¬ 
lier this year, Helen said: “I trained the 
hawk because I didn’t want to be me 
anymore. I wanted to stop being a hu¬ 
man because humans feel deep grief 
and emotions, and I wanted to fly away 
from that and become something else. 

“It’s exhausting training a gos¬ 
hawk, and I was worn down by 
grief. And although I loved it, 
it was very stressful, and there 
were times when I used to just 
bury my head in a pillow and 
weep. 

“I flew her for hours every day, 
and then in the evenings she’d sit 
on her perch on the living room 
floor and watch television with 
me. And it’s amazing how normal 
it seemed after about four or five 
days.” 

Speaking about her victory, Hel¬ 
en, who now lives in Exning, said: 

“I’m astonished and honoured to 
have won. It’s a huge privilege even to 
have been on the shortlist. 

“The book helped me get through the 
grief of my father’s death, and training 
Mabel was an amazing experience. I 
took her out with me onto Christ’s Piec¬ 
es in Cambridge and places like that. 

“Sadly Mabel passed away last year, 
but I now have another bird, not quite 
as fierce - a parrot called Birdoole.” 

She said she was contracted to write 
a second book, which would be on a 
nature subject - and that “early discus¬ 
sions” had taken place on making a 
film of H is for Hawk.

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Drivers stopped 
in county road 
safety campaign 

HUNDREDS of drivers in Suffolk were 
stopped by police to improve road 
safety as the nights get darker. 

Operation Dark Night was launched 
across Suffolk and Norfolk, stopping 
303 drivers and giving them verbal 
warnings about their cars. 

Police focused on cars which had 
defects in lights, tyres, windscreens, or 
could "impact on roadworthiness". 

A total of 303 drivers were given 
verbal warnings, 85 defect rectification 
notices were issued and three were 
given fixed penalty notices. 

Collisions tend to increase in 
October and November, police 
said, with driver error of failing to 
look properly being the "biggest 
contributing factor" along with losing 
control and poor manoeuvring. 

Chief Inspector Chris Spinks said: 

"A handful of these offences related 
to tyre problems but the majority 
involved problems with lights. 

"These may seem minor issues to 
some drivers but if you drive a car with 
one headlight out you are effectively 
reducing your visibility by half and the 
chances of being seen. 

"Motorists should regularly check 
their vehicles to make sure they are fit 
for the winter conditions - check lights 
and windscreen wipers are working, 
that your tyres have sufficient tread 
and regularly top up the windscreen 
wash."

A CAMBRIDGE artist’s preoccupation with 

trees is set to be renewed with a new show 
at an Ely gallery. 

John Preston: Paintings and Etchings is on show 
now at The Old Fire Engine House. 

The St Mary’s Street gallery space aims to 
explore Preston’s delicate, often monochrome 
and deeply atmospheric pieces based on - among 
other things - local scenes such as the imposing Ely 
Cathedral. 

After studying architecture and art history in 
Cambridge, Preston took up a post as a town 
planner and conservation officer, indulging in his 
passion for paint on the side. 

Now a historic environment consultant and 
lecturer, who also works on sustainability issues, he 
has a new permanent studio space at St Barnabas 
Press, Cambridge. 

He said: “I have always painted and drawn, 
notably in travels around Italy. 

“It was in 1980 at an evening class in Cambridge 
that I was eagerly led to etching, while studios in 
Cambridge, Spain, and Cornwall gave a springboard 
for further development.” 

This latest show sees the Cambridge Drawing 


Society member return to trees - which featured 
heavily in his 2013 show, the tree-themed 
exhibition Silver Silvium alongside fellow local artist 
Neil Warmsley. 

Preston explains: “This Old Fire Engine House 
exhibition features mainly buildings and landscape. 

“The paintings include watercolours of the Fens 
and of Lough Swilly in Donegal, plus acrylics of 
Tuscany. 

“The etchings include tree-themed work 
produced for my 201 3 exhibition, plus new images 
of Italy, Cambridge and Ely - and our kitten.” 

Work by ceramicist Cathy D’arcy - a returning 
favourite of the gallery’s - will also be on show in 
the upstairs arts space. 

She depicts “animals and people in a comic and 
endearing way” we’re told, and her interpretations 
of wide-eyed, fluffy-collared owls are particularly 
charming. 

The exhibitions will run jointly until Sunday, 
November 30. 

The gallery is open daily.

Injured Coles is keen 
to come back for more 


CONNOR Coles has expressed his happiness at 
Mildenhall and a desire to return for a second 
season after a campaign in which he made 
great strides.

Asked if he wanted to return in 2015, he 
said: “Yes, definitely. I love the club. 

“There’s great support, great fans and I have 
had tons of help and it’s shown in my riding. 

“Having Robert (Henry), Kevin (folly) and 
everyone in the pits has really helped. 

“When I first started I just stuck to the inside 
and it would work for a few races and then the 
grip would be on the outside. 

“They’d keep on forcing me out there, saying 
‘get out in the dirt, you’re quicker,’ and every 
time I did I got loads of points. 

“I’ve already had an engine bought for me 
from Lewis Blackbird and Lewis has said it’s a 
good engine so I’ll fly on that, hopefully.” 

Recalling his accident, he said: “I missed the 
start and I was last. 

“I went straight to the dirt and I overtook the 
two Stoke riders and I was coming round the 
outside of foe (facobs) and I thought ‘that’s a 
lovely bit of drive, perfect’ - so I didn’t shut off 
and it just reared up on me. 

“I came off the back and went into the fence 
with my leg. 

“There was a bit of yellow paint on the bottom 
of my foot so I think I went in foot first. 

“If it wasn’t for the medics I wouldn’t have 
my foot now.”

Godolphin grab 
Buick and Doyle 



GODOLPHIN have signalled 
their intent for 2015 by recruiting 
William Buick and James Doyle to 
ride as joint No 1 jockeys. 

Buick will be first jockey to 
Charlie Appleby and Doyle will be 
retained as first choice for Saeed 
bin Suroor. 

Buick leaves his long-standing 
position as stable jockey to John 
Gosden, while Doyle moves at the 
end of his deal as retained rider to 
owner Khalid Abdullah, for whom 
he has shone on Kingman and 
Noble Mission this season. 

In a move announced on the 
Godolphin website, the new 
contracts will not come into effect 
until both jockeys have fulfilled 
their current riding arrangements, 
completing all contractual obliga¬ 
tions to their present employers. 

The jockeys will interlink with 
each yard and form crossover cover 
when commitments allow. They 
will ride Godolphin horses in the 
UK trained by Gosden and other 
trainers. 

Horses that have raced for 
Gosden in the colours of Princess 
Haya of Jordan will now be in the 
royal blue of Godolphin “as an 
extension of the global branding of 
the organisation”. 

Both jockeys will also ride horses 
for Godolphin that are stabled in 
Ireland, France, America, Australia 
and Japan when required. 

Their first contractual role to 
Godolphin will be to ride for their 
respective yards throughout the 
Dubai Carnival in 2015. 

Mickael Barzalona will continue 
to ride for Godolphin in France, but 
Silvestre de Sousa - who started the 
year winning the Dubai World Cup on 
the Bin Suroor-trained African Story - 
has not had his contract renewed. 

Buick, whose association with 
Gosden started in the perfect way 
when Dar Re Mi won the Dubai 
Sheema Classic in 2010, said: “I 
have been very fortunate to have 
been employed by John Gosden 
since I completed my apprentice¬ 
ship and without his faith and wise 
counsel I would not be in the position 
that I am in today to take what is, 
in my opinion, the most coveted 
position in world racing. 


“John has shown me great loyalty 
and given me access to Classic win¬ 
ners and success on a world stage. 

“No jockey has had a better mentor. 
Now I am looking forward to sharing 
the Godolphin riding arrangements 
with my very good friend James. 

“Both of us have had to make 
hard decisions but no one has 
made a commitment to world 
racing like Sheikh Mohammed and 
it is an honour for both of us to be 
invited to be a part of his team.” 

Doyle finished second in the 2000 
Guineas on Kingman, who ruled su¬ 
preme afterwards before missing his 
intended swansong on British Cham¬ 
pions Day following a throat infection. 

Doyle still played a leading role 


at Ascot, however, getting Lady 
Cecil’s Noble Mission home in the 
Champion Stakes for an emotionally- 
charged success. 

He said: “I have had a wonderful 
season riding for Juddmonte and 
Prince Khalid during which I was 
fortunate to ride the best horse of 
my career so far in Kingman. 

“Noble Mission was another great 
racehorse produced by Juddmonte 
that helped bring my career forward. 

“I shall always be eternally grateful 
for that one-year contract which 
leaves me with great memories. 
Now I look forward to sharing riding 
duties with William at Godolphin and 
continue to achieve great things in 
the world of horse racing.” 


Appleby said: “I honestly could 
not be happier because I will now 
be able to use two of the best jockeys 
in the world. William has global 
experience at the highest level 
and worked very closely with me 
this season. We have already had 
Group One success with Charming 
Thought in the Middle Park and 
having James to call on as well is a 
massive bonus.” 

Bin Suroor added: “This is a great 
arrangement. I have already had suc¬ 
cess with both James and William. 

“James has ridden Group horses 
for me this year and has proved 
himself on a world stage and I will 
also have access to William which is 
terrific.”
